3 tablespoonfuls of butter, or a 
substitute, and stiT well until it is 
melted, then I fold in 2 or 3 well 
beaten eggs (according to t \eir 
mark et price), a cupful of finely 


chopped peanuts or other nuts,

cupful of chopped celery and 2 
grated onions. 
For seasoning, I 
add salt, pepper and paprik a and 
just a grating or two of leiqon 
peel. 
When all the ingredients are in, 
I mix them well and turn into a 
well greased bak ing tin, arid place 
in a slow oven to bak e until firm. 
This usually requires from one to 
one and a half hours if the oven 
temperature is about 300 Degs.
